However, the real irony is biat these two 
allies of the United States have been threat­ 
ening to plunge Southeastern Europe~and 
perhaps the world—into war with the very 
same weapons which we .supplied them. 


This points to the gravest weakness of 
our military aid program — namely, that, 
once our allies get our weapons, we cannot 
control what they're going to do with them. 
Thu^ Pakistan has received around four 
billion dollars worth of military aid, but is 
now a him ally of Red China.

Freedoms \s. Weapons 


It was lust 14 years ago. in 1947. that 
President Truman announced what later 
was called the “ Truman doctrine” of aid to 
Greece and Turkey 
Greece and Turkey 
werp then prostrate, and .American aid. at 
first chiefly economic, put both countries 
back on their feet. 
But. since 1950. all of 
our en'phasis has been on a military build- 
UP 
I recall visiting .Athens i.n 1950. when 
our ambassador, the late Jack Puerifoy 
boasted 
I have thirty divisions in the 
Greek armv. all ready to go." 
In Turkey that year, .American otticial.s 
also concentrated on the military, not the 
economics, the agriculture, the culture, or 
the freedoms of the country. 
(ircece. with a long tradition of democ­ 
racy. managed to re-establish a democratic 
form nt government under a constitutional 
monarchv. 
But Turkey, long ruled by the 
sultans, suppressed its newspapers, clamped 
down on the parliament, trampled on it.s 
Kurdish minority, and at times shot or 
hanged its political opposition. 
The United States, though supplying lile 
blood lor the Turkish military, did nothing 
ahdu* this suppression of political freedom, 
which the present administration of P re­ 
mier Inonu ev entually overthrew. Wc made 
no real protest when the Turkish govern­ 
ment in 1955 inspired rioters m Istanbul to 
ransack 
Greek 
shops, 
desecrate 
Greek 
fhurches. and ride roughshod over Chris­ 
tian 
and .lewish sanctuaries and grave­ 
yards. 
Wc vvcre interested only in Turkish mili- 
tarv strength. In 1930-1952. during the Ko­ 
rean war. this policy was justified. 
But 
alter Stalin died and east-west tensions re- 
la.xed. we did not shitt our policy in Greece 
and Turkey. Greece and Turkey continued 
to be just as bitter toward each other, and 
we did little to alleviate that bitterness. 
In 1957. I sailed briefly with Admiral 
‘ Cat" 
Brown, commander ot the Sixth 
Fleet, as he prepared for joint Turkish- 
Greek maneuvers with the American Navy 
along the coast of Thrace. But it was the 
U.S. Navy, more than our diplomats, which 
tried io bring cooperation between these 
two riicalcitrant allies. 
And while Turkey needed tractors and 
medical supplies, textbooks, and school­ 
teachers fa» more than it needed F'-104’s, 
wp continued to pour in military weapons. 
Turkev and Greece have suffered from 
.SIX cenluries of bitterness. 
It is not easy 
to patch up their quarrel. 
But in some

much to prevent this type of 
fainting 


The most important item of 
treatm ent is to lie down at the 
first hint of lightheadedness ev­ 
en if you are in a public place 
It doesn't look nearly as silly 
fo lie down on the sidewalk as 
it does to fall and have to have 
stitches taken. And if you must 
stand still for a long time you 
can prevent fainting by continu­ 
ously wiggling your foes

don't throw water in his face— 
he m ay inhale some and have 
a bad fit of choking 
Smelling 
salts, 
too.
